Fodder Crops. 

Sungarinn grass and millet can be 
sown in .Tilly to feed green If needed 
in the fall or to be cured as hay. We 
hate heard of good success in seeding 
to.grass with these crops on strong and 
rather moist land or in a strong clay 
loam, but we would not recommend 
this practice on a light soil, says Amer¬ 
ican Ctiltlvator. We would prefer to 
seed without grain or millet in August. 
For seeding to grass we want to plow 
in July and give two or three thorough 
harrowings to make a fit seed bed, then 
sow the last Gf this month or early 
next month, as the Weather may seem 
suitable. Fodder corn sown thickly 
in the driU in July Will make a good 
fail fodder or may be cut and cured for 
Winter use. If not as good as com 
Sown earlier, It is much better than no 
fodder.

Then apply the 
blue vitriol by dipping the pointed 
stick In the bottle nnd applying to the 
letters marked out Let It stand until 
the letters turn red, then wash off. 
It win be seen that as soon as the 
water tonches It It will turn black. 
It burns the name right into a knife, 
so that years of wear cannot take It

Traae NnmeB and mcpiiomlp Impor¬ 
tance of Different Varletleia. 
There are several different agricul¬ 
tural grasses of econt/tale importance 
sold In the trade under the general 
name of millet; hence there Is more or 
less confusion. 

Foxtail Millets.—To this group be¬ 
long what is generally sold as '‘com¬ 
mon millet" and also a number of oth¬ 
er varieties, all belonging to the-spe¬ 
cies known to botanists as Setarla Ital- 
Ica and which Is considered by many 
to have been originally derived brom 
the common weedy green foxtail'(Se- 
taria vlridis). The seed is borne ‘in a 
compact cylindrical, ofteh, more or less 
nodding, cluster at the top of the stalk. 
The seed can be distinguished by the 
numerous minute transverse wrinkles. 
There are four groups of varieties—1. 
Common millet, which is more resist¬ 
ant to drought; 2. German milled also 
called Golden millet and Bengal grass 
(the commonest variety in the south, 
the latest of the foxtail millets,'and 
poarser in foliage—some of the so'call¬ 
ed Japanese, millets belong heref; 3. 
Golden Wonder millet, which under 
favorable conditions gives the largest 
yield of seed, but is. susceptible to 
drought: 4. Hungarian millet or grass, 
more commonly cultivated in the north¬ 
west. This has the disadvantage of 
volunteering or persisting in the soil. 
The New Siberian millet Is related to 
Hungarian grass, but may be a distinct 
variety. There are a number of differ¬ 
ent varieties of each of the groups 
mentioned. 

Barnyard Millets.-These have been 
long grown in the old world both, for 
forage and foodyfor man, but have only 
recently received much notice in this 
country.. They received their name 
from the fact* that they are devjved 
from the common and well known 
barnyard grass, a weed in cultivated 
soil. They are characterized by hav¬ 
ing the flowers In branching clusters | 
like the barnyard grass (Panicurn crus 
galll) and the seed smooth and about 
twice as long as the foxtail millets 
Barnyard millet gives promise of nlak 
ing a successful forage grasa In this 
country. Closely allied to this are the 
sbama millet (Panicum colonum) and 
sanwa millet (Panicum frumentace 
urn), both grown extensively in India 
and other parts of Asia for the seed, 
which is used as food by the poorer 
classes. They do not give promise of 
success in this country. 

Broom Corn Millets.—These are de¬ 
rived from Panicum mllaceum. This 
species has been cultivated for cen¬ 
turies In Europe, where it Is the “com¬ 
mon millet." It Is not extensively 
grown in the United States, but Is of¬ 
fered. In the trade under the name of 
broom corn millet and hog millet., The 
seeds are borne In loose, drooping clus¬ 
ters, the branches of the cluster being 
long and slender^ somewhat resembling 
the seed cluster of broom corn, whence 
the name. The seeds are from white 
to yellow and dark red and, like the 
•preceding sorts, are flat on one side 
and convex on the other and resemble 
the barnyard millet In size and absence 
of wrinkles. 

Pearl (Pennisetum Splcatum 

pr P. Typholdeuih.—Extensively culti¬ 
vated lu Africa for the seed, which is 
used for food, and occasionally In the 
southern United States, where It is 
used for fodder; plants tall and stout; 
the seeds borne In a dense cylindrical 
cluster, but without the bristles char¬ 
acteristic of the foxtail millets. 

ludiau Millet (Sorghum Vulgare).— 
Certain varieties of sorghum or cane 
are very extensively grown in Africa 
and Asia for the seed, which is Used 
for food. They also go tinder the naYrie 
of Chinese millet, black millet. African 
millet. Guinea corn, etc. At present 
these varieties of sorghum are not 
grown in the United States on a com¬ 
mercial scale,—A, S. Hitchcock, Khn- 
sas Station.

Iiayeringr Strawberrlc*. 

After tlie middle of'.luly strawberry 
plants flint are to be grown In matted 
rows are allowed to layer, and ordi¬ 
narily no attention is paid to assisting 
them, but If the season Is very dry and 
few runners are foiTued they may be 
layered by hand. Some growers also 
find it advisable to layer the plants by 
hand and thus distribute them so that 
the ground will be occupied to the best 
advantage. When the plants are two 
feet apart, two runners are layered, at 
either side of each original plant., so 
that they will form a square, with the 
old plant In the center. The other rpn* 
ners are removed and the plants are 

as good results as dan be obtained fiolu 
hill culture. 

The growers who plant so as to work 
the ground both ways and still wish td 
grow the ^plants in matted rows jire 
only able to keep up this practlee iiutH 
about the middle of July and after 
that work the land in one direction 
only. In this way the runners are dis¬ 
tributed lengthwise of the rows. Yvhere 
they soon become layered. It will gen¬ 
erally be best to restrict the width of 
the row to eight or ten Inches.—L- K- 
■Taft* Michigan.
